Covert Comms m

Welcome to another edition of Covert Corner. This month, we'll 
be taking a look at two numbers stations believed to be operated 
by British Intellience, and transmitted from almost opposite 
sides of the Earth. 



The first station is called the Lincolnshire Poacher. It gets 
that name from the old English folk tune of the same name, 
played at the beginning and end of each transmission. This 
station is fairly easily heard on the east coast of the OS, and 
is believed to transmit from Malta. 



Transmissions run from 1200 to 2300 UTC, and start on the hour. 
The folk tune is played several times, then a five digit ID is 
read by a YL. This is repeated several times, then the 
transmission begins, sending 5FG, always sending exactly 200 
groups. The folk tune is then sent again several times, and the 
station signs off at around H+45 minutes. 



The following frequencies are used, only two or three at a time: 
5422 5746 6485 6900 6959 

7337 7755 8464 9251 10426 

11545 12603 13375 14487 15682 

16084 16314 16475 



The higher frequencies are used at first, and then gradually 
lower frequencies are used. 6959 is often well heard in the OS 
near the end of the broadcast day, not far from the OS "pirate 



The sister station is called Cherry Ripe, as it uses another 
English folk tune by that name. The same YL voice is used, and 
; are believed to come from Guam. 



The following frequencies have been reported, between 1000-1400 
and 2200-0200 OTC:
